Wood Ashes In tho Orchard. 


Among tho most common und most 


valuable of special manures J place 
wood ashes. The amount of ash and 
its relative composition vary with tho 
Irind and part of vegetable burned, but 
•wo may safely tike tho ash of tho body 
of tho beech tree as representing tho 
arerago composition of wood ashes. 
Ono bushel of ashes represents about 
two and n halt tons of dry body wood. 
Wood ashes contain all the required 
elements of plant nutrition except nitro- 
gen. One hundred pounds of wood 
•ashes contain sixteen pounds of potash 
•worth eighty cents, throe and a half 
ipounda of soda worth t\vo conta, slxty- 
boven pounds of limo and magnesia 
•worth eight cents, and livo and a half 
poouds phosphoric acid worth twenty- 
M\ cents. If wo had to buy in market 
in tho cheapest form the manorial mate- 
rials contained in ono hundred pounds of 
ashes tho cost would bo ono dollar, and 
sixteen cents. Can you afford to throw 
away j>uch valuable materials, or sell 
them for sixpence a bushel to a soap 
'boiler? No argument is needed, hero 
is tho vuluo and there is tho selling 
price 
Draw your own conclusions.

leai bed to the last degree, till every 
soluble thing had been washed away, 
thev still have value, for tho phosphate 
nmt (arbonatc of limo and magnesia 
remain, and they aro worth thirty-four 
cents foi ono hundred jxrtinds, or six 
dollars and eighty cents a ton. Tho 
market gardeners of Long Iskind knew 
their value, and sentship.s one thousand 
miles to bring the asheij heaps of Maine, 
oven when tnoy had to draw tho ashes 
live miles before reaching the ships

RSorc than thirty years ago I settled 


in VcrmoutviHe and bought a lot for my 
homo, or, its I expressed it to my wife, 
"I icuoed in tivo mid a half acres of par- 
adise " The soil was still' boulder clay, 
and had been exhausted by a rotation 
consisting of wheatstubblo and wheat. 
IJjro I planted every fruit-bearing tree 
•and slmib of superior value, and in tho 
selections of Iruit "1 withheld not m> 
hcait from any joy " 1 kept a cow and 
three horses, for in the thinly settled 
country lioiso lleah had to bear the 
brunt of hard work. I had plenty oi 
stable manure and used it freely. But 
soon found that excess of stable manure 
gave my pcsr trees tho lire blight, mado 
my apples run to water sprouts and 
suckers and ray grapes ran wild in tho 
wild wood.

leaclicd a-shes near by and had seventy- 
live or eighty tous of these ashes scat- 
teied over my field. 
No more hrc 


blight nor water sprouts, but golden 
fiuit in bountiful supply. Like my 
over-so-great-grandfather, Adam, I left 
my paradise, which passed through sev- 
eral hands, and at last came into tbe 
possession of Mrs. B. in exchange for 
a one hundred and sixty-acre farm. Her 
son told mo that she received more 
money from tho salo of fruit from that 
two and a half-aero lot than she re- 
ceived from tho hundred and sixty-acre 
•farm. Tho soil has not forgotten that 
iliberal dressing of leached ashea ap- 
plied more than twenty-five years ago.

If a passenger pays half fare the 
conductor furnishes a green check with 
the came of the station punched at wbrch 
the passenger boarded the train and the 
destination.

auditor. The tra'n agent tnakee the same 
disposition of bin checks, and when the 
accounting takes place.feaoh check, which 
by the way beare numbers alike, must 
tally, or the auditor will want to know 
why.

THE WORLD.

Mr. Clements Mavkhaui must forgive 


us for borro\ving his admirable title, but, 
no other words can so fitly dpscribn lhatj 
part of thoeurth which was roacJicil li 
voar by Mr. W. W. Graham, tho Hima-' 
iayan traveler, who described liis re- 
markable journey in n paper read before' 
the Geographical Society las* week. 
Mr. Graham roado sc\cral c\tra«rdi-. 
nary :isccnls.und in the {;reate,st of these, 
roached a point higher by .seventeen 
hundred feet than h:wl cvpr before Ixjen, 
atuxiuod on tho earth's surface. 
Ho' 


showed that men, or i>t all events somo. 
men, can breath and climb with pcriect 
case at a height at which it has been1 
generally thought that respiration must 
be impeded and much oppression felt; 
anil, standing near the threshold of that 
unexplored 
und 
previously 
iinap- 


proachcxl region which is certainly the 
mightdept mountarn district on our globe,' 
ho described two summits higher than, 
that which has hitherto boou supposed. 
to bo tho highest j>eak in tho world, but 
must DOW, 
to uso tho graceful American, 


expression which ho has so aptly quoted, 
tuke ti baca7«cat. 


To- explain tiie significance of what he 


did It is necessary to state some facts, 
well established, but 
not popularly 


known, respecting Himalayan geogra- 
phy. 
The gnjat range running north- 


west and southeast, injwhich rise Mount 
Everest, Kungchiniangaaud Dhaolagiri, 
is not, a? migiit naturally bo supposed, 
tho truo-clivido of that part of the conti- 
nent. In places rivers cut completely 
through it, Uowing from somo range be- 
hind which must constitute the true 
water-shod. Now It is scarcely possible, 
to doubt that this inner range is iti the 
ma,in higher than what we know as the 
Himalayas; And, although it may not be 
absolutely certain, it i.s,~ to say the least,' 
extremely probable that somo of its 
peaks are higher than the loitiest of tho 
outer chain. That higher peaks than 
any yet measured might bo found north 
of'McHiut Kverest occurred sorr.o time 
ago to General ITiniller. and there- have 
bceti otter sannfsea as to their cxi.->toncc. 
andcveii vague .statjernoritsof wonderful 
Bumraite having bc-eu seen; but until Mr. 
Graham'a expedition 
nothing 
was, 


known respecting these Ktipremo moun- 
tains tliat could, in the widest sense of 
tho WOIH!, bo called deJinito. That trav- 
eler, as uced hardlv bo said, made no 
attempt to reach llio uufcnowri r.iugo; 
and indceil, to do so with Napal and 
Thibet closed, as they aro now, would 
bo almosHmpossiblo. 
His object was 


to explore and ascend some of tho 
higher Himalayas, and it was in the 
course of his exploration that he drew 
near to tho threshokl of the unknown 
tt;gton, and at ft great height saw n 
•econd and higher range with two sum-r 
ffiita, to all seeming loftier than Mount, 
Everest. 
How long it may bo before 


any traveler reaches even tho foot of 
one of them it is imriossiblo to say; but 
^o gett'iiig well withm sight of them Mr. 
Ciraham naa done more than any ono 
has over done before, and it would be 
difficult to find in modern travel an in- 
cident rnoro striking than this liixt 
glimpse of the heaiI of the mighty anit 
mysterious range. 


The ascent of Kabru, from which hd 


saw these summits, wus tho last which 
lio made In the Himalayas, aud was in- 
deed (Jio ealruinaliug font of his expedi- 
tion. 
The- previous part of it, however, 


hnd been full of interest, ami tho trav- 
eler certainly showed great enterpriso 
and courage-, and very remarkable |>ow- 
ers of endurance. 
His h'rst iisccnt was 


made- in Sikkini, where, starting from 
tlio summit of the K.augla Pass, Teaming 
Into Napal, he roado tins first attack on. 
tho Himalayas, ascending a peak which 
ho cstirnattxl 03 being over twenty thou- 
sand feet high. After this he reached 
tho great glacier which Hows east from 
Kangchinjanja, and then ho returned to 
lowcrground. His next exploit was in Ku- 
moan, whither he went with the famous 
GrindelwaJd mountaineer, Herr Emil 
Boss, and the excellent guide, Ulrich 
Kauffmann, to aid him. In his first at- 
tempt in this direction ho failed, but 
failed magnificently, as on .Dunagiri, 
23,186 feet high, he reached an eleva- 
tion of quite 2^,700 feet before a pitiless 
storm tnado further progress impossible. 
Such a height hail never been attained 
on the earth's s-urface before? and, ac- 
cording to commonly accepted beliefs, 
tho climbers should havo suffered great- 
ly from the rarity of tho nir. It ap- 
pears, however, tfiat they did not sufler 
at all. Mr. Graham says that head- 
aches, nausea, Weeding at the nose aud 
temporary loss of sight and hearing 
wore conspicuous onlyby their absence, 
and that the only organ perceptibly af- 
fected was the heart, of which tho bent- 
ing became quite audible. This state- 
ment, to which wo have before drawn 
attention, excited considerable surprise 
at the Roval Geographical Society when 
ho read his paper there; but there can 
be no doubt as to its accuracy, and pos- 
sibly there Is ono fact hitherto unnoticed 
Tvbicb may serve partly to eiplain it. 
It may be remembered that Mr. Whym- 
per. when first on Chimborazo, suffered 
greatly from tbe rarified air; but that in 
a short time he grow quite accustomed 
to It, and lelt no more trouble. Mr. 
Graham and his companions had to 
cross extremely arduous passes, with 
cola adhigh as eighteen thousand feet to 
E^-JJLtneh1 mountains. 
They were,

therefore, thoroughly trained, and, to t 
certain extent, inn red to tlio effect o: 
thJn air. At the same time it is now 
obvious that tbe universal ell'ect of thin 
air on the buman.framo bos been much 
exn-^oratcd; that, at altitudcw where it 
baa^been hitherto thought that any ono 
roust feel most faint and weak, younj 
and really strong; men can do ban 
work; and that indisputable fact has 
very roughly shaken hypothesis—wo 
baa almost said theory—on this subject 


After this attempt "OE Dunagiri, Mr 


Graham ascended a peak 22,515 feet 
high, and got to tho foot of Nan.i Devi, 
but was prevented from trying it by tho 
Diiscomhu-l of liis c-oolios, who dcsortec 
bvrn, and by live hideous dilliculty ot 
tbo govgo at its base. He left Kuniaon 
nail later OD, in tho nntuiun of the yeiir, 
revisited Sikkim, where, after ascend- 
ing Gubonu. 21,800 l<xt high, ho and 
his companions accomplished what i.s, 
by a considerable degree, tho most re- 
markable nlonnluin ou record, as they 
reached tho summit of Kabm, which, 
according- to tho trigonometrical survey 
of India, Is ^1.105 tect above the love 
of tho sea. Marvelous, however, as 
their achievement wi\s, tho ascent of the 
mountain is not, to our mind, so re- 
markable as the view to which it gave 
them of tlio unknown region. 
On the 


lower summit, 23,700 feet high, am: 
only 5,300 feet, therefore, bolow Mount 
Everest, they were able to sec over ita 
northern shoulder mountain tops which 
its huge spurs had previously hiddei 
from nil other-*. At this point Mr. Gra- 
ham pointed outHvc,ost to Eiuil Boss 
as the higlicst mountain in tlio world. 
"That cannot bo,'' said Boss, "those arc 
higher"—pointing to two peaks whieh 
towered far nbove the socoiid and more 
distant range, and showed over tho 
northern slope- of Kverest. Looking 
carefully, tho two agreed. Of course 
all three may havo beeu wrong, but ii 
is extremely impossible i.hat such prac-- 
ticed observers were wrong, and more- 
over, as tho peaks were farther off than 
Mount Everest, if they seemed higher 
than that mountain, they must in real 
ity bo considerably higher. 
Eruil Boss 


has assured the present wriUSr that lie 
has no doubt whatever on the subject, 
.and th.at ho should be glad to conduct 
an Indian survey to the point fron: 
which he could observe tho range, feel 
ing certain as to tho result of observa- 
tion. There can then bo no real groutu 
for hesitation in accepting Mr. Gru- 
ham'e statement, and very striking arc 
tho results of his expedition in the Hima 
layos. lio and his companions got inU 
tho very heart of the chain, anil made 
under circumstances of eonsiderabh 
diilieulty, some during ami most ro- 
markablo expeditious, and, having ap 
proached tho threshokl of the unknown 
region, they saw the great peaks of the 
highest range OH tho surlaco of U 
earth, concerning which wo know in 
present considerably less than wo do o: 
the mountains in tho moon.—Saturday 
Ji'cvicw.
